In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 4 of the 
Indian Reserve Forces Act, 1888 (Act IV of 1888), the 
Governor General in Council is pleased to make the following 
rules for the government, discipline and regulation of the 
Indian Reserve Forces. The rules regarding grant of 
Native Officers’ Commissions in the reserve of the Supply 
and Transport Corps published in Military Department 
Notification No. ii2; dated loth February 1905, are hereby 
cancelled. 

t. These rules may be called the Indian Reserve 
Forces Rules, 19 52, and shall come into force on the ist 
january 1912. 

2. In these rules Commanding Officer” means, save 
as provided in Rule 16, the Officer in Command of a 
reserve centre or of the corps or portion of a corps to 
w uch a reservist is attached for training or muster. 
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aitcnd for medical examination at a reserve centre, and, 
if so required, sliall attend at such centre on the date 
appointed for such examination. 

It. Notwithstanding anything contained in Section 126 
of the Indian Army Act, 1911, it shall not be necessary to 
assemble a Court of Inquiry under that section merely 
because a reservist has failed to attend when required to 
do so in pursuance of Rule 5 or 10. Such a Court of 
Inquiry may, liowevcr, in the discretion of the commanding ^ 
officer of the reservist, be assembled in such a case. 

12. A reservist who fails to attend at any place when 
required to do so in pursuance of Rule 5 shall forfeit all 
arrears of pay and allowances due to him. Pay and 
allowances forfeited under this rule may, when the failure 
to attend is due to sickness or to any other cause which 
appears to his commanding officer to be reasonable, be 
restored in the discretion of the said commanding officer, 

13. A reservist who is discharged between two train- 
ings, either at his own request or for misconduct, shall 
forfeit all arrears of pay and allowances due to him. 

14. The certificate referred to in clause (2) of Section 6 
of the Indian Reserve Forces Act, 1888, may be signed 
by the commanding officer of the reservist concerned or 
in respect of a reservist who fails to attend for medical 
inspection when required to do so in pursuance of Rule 10, 
by the commanding officer of the centre at which such 
reservist was required to attend. 

15. When a person subject to the Indian Army Act, 

1911, is transferred to the Reserve his commanding officer 
shall, at the time of such transfer, explain or cause to be 
explained to him the obligations and restrictions imposed 
by Rules 5 to 10 and the forfeiture which may be incurred 
under Rules 12 and 13. When a person not subject to the 
said Act is enrolled thereunder for service in a reserve 
establishment, the officer ’enrolling him shall explain the 
aforesaid obligations, I'estrictions and forfeiture, ' ^

266. ScllOOls— British. — The attention of the Comraand- 
er-in-Chief has been draivn to the shortage of candidates 
for Acting Schoolmasters' Classes which are assembled 
annually under Army Regulations, India, Volume II, para- 
graph 960. His Excellency is of opinion that this arises 
from a want of appreciation of the advantages to be deriveiF 
by units sending up non-commissioned officers and men for 
this higher educational course. 

No non-commissioned officer is allowed to hold the 
appointment of acting schoolmaster for more than two 
years, and he may relinquish it after twelve months. More- 
over, no man can be selected unless he is recommended by 
his battalion commander as being likely to become a good 
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duty non-commissioned' officer on reversion to regimental 267 
life. Once his period with the school expires, he is entirely April 
at the disposal of his commanding officer for the rest of his 
service with the colours. 

It is by no means the object to induce any man to 
substitute the career of a schoolmaster for his profession as 
jp. soldier ; and, as a matter of fact, very few, even among 
those who have passed through these courses successfully, 
have the special qualifications necessary for such a perma- 
nent avocation ; nor would it be possible to employ every 
man who is thus certificated, in such a capacity. The 
services of such men would, however, be also available as 
soldier assistants when required in their own corps as the 
establishment of trained Army Schoolmasters is limited. 

A further advantage sought is to increase the number of 
well educated men among the non-commissioned and 
warrant ranks, and thus afford commanding officers a wider 
field for selection, and to provide an additional incentive to 
the rank and file to make use of the educational opportu- 
nities obtainable at our schools for this purpose. 

A soldier thus trained should become a marked man in 
his battalion and would materially add to his other quali- 
fications for the posts of Serj'ea'nt-maj'or, Quartermaster- 
serjeant, Colour-serj'eant, Orderly-room-serjeant, or for any 
position of responsibility. 

His Excellency therefore trusts that commanding officers 
will explain to their non-commissioned officers and men 
the advantages of attending this course of instruction and 
will make every endeavour to induce them to avail them- 
selves of the opportunities of bettering their education, 
afforded by attendance at these classes.

Engineers — Organization. — With the sanction 
of the Most Hon'ble the Secretary of State for India the 
Indian Submarine Mining Corps is abolished, and five 
Defence Light Sections will be formed instead, as part of 
the three Corps of Sappers and Miners, whose established 
strengths will be augmented accordingly. 

2. The Defence Light Sections located at Karachi and 
Calcutta will form part of the ist King George’s Own 
Sappers and Miners, that at Rangoon part of the 2nd 
Queen Victoria’s Own Sappers and Miners, and those at 
Bombay and Aden part of tlie 3rd Sappers and Miners. 
The British soldiers of the Sections will, like others of the 
Sappers and Miners, be borne on the rolls of H. Company, 
R.E. 

3. These Defence Light Sections will undertake the 
technical charge of the defence light engines and appa- 
ratus, the Royal Garrison Artillery being responsible for 
work in connection with the directing of the lights. In 
stations where Volunteer Electrical Engineer Companies 
exist, the regular personnel will provide one relief only for 
all^Tghts, the Volunteers providing the second relief and 
all s*pare men to replace casualties. 

4. The following are the establishments of each Defence

13. When the Officer Commanding a Defence Light 
Section requires advice on any matter of a purely techni- 
cal nature, he will address the local Assistant Commanding 
Royal Engineer, (in Rangoon the Garrison Engineer), who 
will, if necessary, communicate with the Director General 
of Military Works through the usual channel.

RULES REGULATING THE GENERAL PROVIDENT 

FUND. 

(Corrected up to the end of April 1912.) 

Scope of Fund. 

The fund will be a general fund open to all civil officers 
in permanent pensionable and non-pensionable posts^ in 
service which is superior within the meaning of Article 
396 of the Civil Service Regulations ; but it shall not be 
open to European members of the Indian Civil Service, 
subscribers to the State Railway Provident Fund, or any 
class of officers for whom a compulsory family pension 
fund has already been established. 

Note I. — Persons appointed on probation to substantive ap- 
pointments are eligible to subscribe to the fund. 

Notes. — S ection writers who are members of fixed establish- 
ments are eligible to join the fund, subscriptions being levied on their 
actual monthly earnings. 

Note 3. — Patwaris, whether in inferior or superior service, in 
permanent employ are eligible to subscribe to the fund. 

Note 4.— Patwaris, whether in superior or inferior service, in 
temporary employ and all officers in temporary superior service are, 
with the consent of the head of their office, eligible to subscribe to the 
fund, provided that they have been employed or, in the opinion of the 
head of their office, are likely to be employed for at least three years. 

Conditions of membership op new fund; closure of exist- 
ing Provident Fiinds, 

2. As regards officers In the service of Government at 
the date of the institution of the new fund : — 

(r?) Officers in whose case subscription to an existing 
service fund is optional, or who are not entitled 
to subscribe to such a fund, will be permitted to 
join the new fund as optional subscribers at any 
time. 

(b) Officers in whose case subscription to an existing 
fund is compulsory will be permitted to join the 
new fund as compulsory subscribers at any time 
within four years after its institution. 

(c) When subscribers to an existing fund join the 

new fund, their accounts with the existing fund, 
including any liability for the refund of advances 
will be transferred to the new fund. 




{d) Officers who join the new fund, whether as com- 
pulsory or as optional subscribers, will cease to 
be eligible to subscribe to any existing provident 
fund, with effect from the date of joining the 
fund. 

{^).The rules applicable to subscribers to existing 
funds who do not exercise the option of joining 
the new fund will remain unchanged but all exist- 
ing funds will be closed to new subscribers with^ 
effect from the date of the institution of the new 
fund. 

3. As regards officers entering the service of Govern- 
ment after the institution of the new fund • 

[a) Subscription to the new fund will be compulsory 
in the case of all Europeans and Eurasians in 
permanent employ on attaining a substantive pay 
of Rs. 100 a month or more. 

(i) All other officers eligible to join the fund will be 
admitted as optional subscribers. 

{c) The existing service funds specified below will be 
absolutely closed to future entrants into Govern- 
ment service, namely, the Civil Engineers’ Provi- 
dent Fund and the Provident Funds of the 
Finance, Police, Geological Survey, Opium,

4. If an officer who is entitled to subscribe to the new 
fund is on foreign service, he shall be subject to these rules 
except where otherwise stated, in the same manner as if 
he Avere not so transferred, 

..5. In the case of all officers the privilege of optional 
subscription will lapse if subscriptions are^ discontinued 
(otherwise than on leave) more than three times. In -the 
event of such a lapse of subscription no right to withdrawal 
of the sum at credit of the subscriber will be recognized 
other than is provided for in rule 10. 

Rafe oj Interest. 

6. Compound interest at 4 per cent, will be allowed on 
subscriptions ; but Government reserve the right to 
this rate at any time for officers who become subsen era 
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to the' fund after Government have announced their inten- 
tion of reducing the rate. 

Note. — If a subscriber dies, interest will be allowed on the amount 
at his credit in the fund up to the end of the month in which his death 
occurs, whether that amount is withdrawn before or after the end of that 
month. When a subscriber, being in permanent Government service, 
retires, interest will be allowed up to the end of the month immediately 
preceding that in which he quits the service. If a subscriber holding a 
temporary post exercises on the termination of his appointment, the 
fdption, allowed by rule lori), of leaving in the fund the amount accu* 
mulated to his credit, interest will be allowed on that amount for not 
more than a year after the termination of employment. If the depositor 
subsequently obtains re-employment under Government, deposits not 
withdrawn will commence again to bear interest from the date on which 
subscriptions are renewed. 

Rale of Subscriptions. 

7. The monthly subscription must not be less than 6^ 
per cent, and not more than 12^ pet cent, on the salary of 
each subscriber for the month, and, as between these two 
limits, must be at the rate of either i^, or if annas in 
the rupee. If the officer is on foreign service, the subscrip- 
tion will be calculated on his assumed pay. 

A subscriber may alter his rate of subscription with 
effect from the beginning of any financial year, by giving 
notice before the end of the preceding year. 

In the case of an officer on a permanent establishment, 
who i? detached on temporary duty under Article 376 of the 
Civil Service Regulations, subscription should be calculated 
on the salary actually drawn by him in his temporary 
appointment. 

Similarly, in the case of an officer on deputation, sub- 
scription should be calculated on salary plus his deputation 
allo^^ance. 

Subscription during leave. 

8. Subscriptions on leave of any kind will be optional. 
Subject to the limits of 6f and 12^ per cent, they will be 
calculated on the allowances admissible during leave, 

An officer on reinstatement after a period passed under 
suspension may be allowed the option of subscribing for 
that period. In the case of an officer who* exercises the 
■option of subscribing to the fund during leave without 
allowances, or on reinstatement after a period passed under 
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suspension without allowances it is left to the discretion of 
the Account officer to determine, in each case, the amount 
on which subscription should be paid, the general principle 
to be observed being that the subscription should be calcu- 
lated on half the salary last drawn by the officer before he 
proceeded on leave without allowances, or was placed under 
suspension without allowances. 

Realisation of subscriptions^ 

9 . Subscriptions will be recovered by deduction from 
pay bills,-.but they may be made by remittance in cash to 
the Audit Office when an officer is in foreign service, or is 
on leave and draws his leave allowances from a Colonial 
Treasury. 

When a subscriber draws his leave allowances from the 
Home Treasury of the Government of India, his subscrip- 
tions may be paid by deductions from leave allowances, 
the remittances to India being effected by means of the re- 
mittance account between England and India, and the 
credit to the officer’s account in the fund in respect of such 
remittances being given at the rate of fifteen rupees to 
the 

An officer who desires to subscribe during leave must 
notify his intention beforehand in order to allow of the 
deductions from his leave allowances being noted in his 
leave and pay certificate. He will not be permitted to 
discontinue subscribing during leave. 

An officer, who falls to notify his intention to continue ^ 
to subscribe when proceeding on leave, can subsequently 
pay his subscription in cash.

Withdrawals on retirement or death, 

10. (l) Subject to the provisions of this rule, the sum 

which accumulates to the credit of an officer in permanent 
employ will, when he quits the service, become his absolu e 
property and be handed over to him unconditionally.^ n 
officer holding a temporary post may, on the termina ion o 
his appointment, either withdraw the amount stan ^ 
bis credit or leave it in the fund. Any sutn so lett in 
fund may, be withdrawn at any time after the cessa 1 
service.

(2) In tlie event of an officer's death before retirement, 
or after retirement, but before the money has been handed 
over, — 

{(?) it will be divided between his widow or widows 
and children in accordance with any request that 
he may have submitted in the prescribed form, 
whicli request must state the person to whom sums 
intended for the benefit of minors are to be paid ; 
or it will be handed to such trustees as the sub- 
scriber may appoint by will to administer, for the 
benefit of his widow or widows and children, the 
funds standing at his credit at the time of his 
death ; 

{b) failing such a request, it will be divided in equal 
shares between his widow or widows and children, 
to the exclusion of adult sons and of married 
daughters whose husbands are alive ; any sum 
due to a minor being paid to the minor's legal 
guardian to be used for the minor’s benefit or, 
failing a legal guardian, to any person who, in the 
opinion of the officer whose duty it is to make 
payment, is entitled to receive it on the minor’s 
behalf j 

{c) failinga widow and children entitled to participate 
under (i5), it will be distributed among other 
persons in accordance with any request submitted 
by the subscriber in the prescribed form ; and 

{d) if no such request has been submitted, it will be 
paid to the legal representative of the estate, as 
determined by a civil court having competence to 
pass orders in this respect : Provided that, if the 
sum remaining at the credit of the depositor does 
''i- not exceed Rs. 500, it may be paid to such person 
or persons as the oilficer making the payment consi- 
ders to be entitled thereto. ^ 

Note 1, — A husband may be permitted to make a special applica- 
tion for the exclusion of his wife from the benefits of the Fund, if she 
has been judicially separated from him. In the absence of such an 
application the widow should be treated like an ordinary widow and 
thy sum at the credit of her husband should be divided in accordance 
with the provisions of rule lo (2) (6). 

Note 2. — In all cases where a request is submitted under clause 
(c) above, the subscriber should be called upon to state whether he has 
a wife or children, and if it happens that he has a wife (not separated) 
or children, a request under clause (c) should not be entertained. 
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, (SjGovernmenfc will not be bound by, or recognise anv 
encumbrance executed or attempted to be 
created by any officer during his service, but will recognize 
to the extent shown in clause (i) (a) above any arrange- 
ment which a subscriber may make for the disposal by 
will of the funds standing at his credit. 


. (4) The sum at credit of the officer is not liable to for- 
feiture on dismissal or on conviction by a Criminal Court 
except for an offence for which the penalty of forfeiture of'^' 
the whole of the offender’s property is prescribed by law. 

(5) Ordinarily, officers should make their own arrange- 
ments at retirement to draw in India the sum at their 
credit in the General Provident Fund. In the case, how- 
ever, of depositors who retire in England, the Account 
officers of the fund shall, on receiving due intimation, pur- 
chase sterling bills equivalent to the rupee amounts avail- 
able for remittance and send the bills to the depositor in 
England. Where the beneficiaries of a deceased depositor 
[as determined by rule 10 (i) ] are resident in England, 
the Account officer shall, in a similar manner, on receipt of 
due intimation, forward the amount of the deposit to 
them by sterling bills. 


Advances for special purposes. 

II. No final withdrawal will be allowed until the subscri- 
ber quits the service or dies. But when the pecuniary 
circumstances of a subscriber are such that the indulgence 
is absolutely necessary, a temporary advance not ordinari- 
ly exceeding 3 months^ pay may be allowed from the sum 
at his credit at the discretion of the sanctioning authority, 
who shall be —

officers in receipt of Rs. 100 per mensem or ovei ,

The following may be recognised as legitimate occasions 
for advances ; — 

{a) to pay expenses incurred in connection with the 
illness of a subscriber or a member of his family ; 

( 3 ) to pay for the passage of any member of a sub- 

- . scriber’s family coming from beyond the sea to 

"join him, or requiring to make a journey beyond 
the sea from some urgent cause ; 

{c) to pay expenses in connection with marriages, fun- 
erals, or ceremonies which by the religion of the 
subscriber it is incumbent upon him to perform 
and in conection with which it is obligatory that 
expenditure should be incurred, 

NOTE.— Advances, though not_ confined rigidly to the objects 
aiS^own in clauses (a) to (c) above, will be made with the due regard 
to the principles contained in those clauses, and regulated with regard 
to the amount of subscriptions lying to the credit of the applicant. 

Advances will be recovered at the discretion of the 
sanctioning authority, in not less than twelve instalments 
or more than twenty-four. Recoveries will be made 
monthly, commencing from the first payment of a full month’s 
salary after the advance is granted, but no recovery will 
be made from an officer while he is on leave of any kind. 





Recovery may also be

{b) The sum Avhich accumulates to the credit of the 
officer will be dealt Avith (on his quitting the 
service or in the event of his death before 
retirement) in accordance with Rule lo (j). 

[vi) III the event of an officer’s interest in a recog- 
nized Family Pension Fund, any subscriptions to 
AA'hich shall have been substituted under sub-rule 
(?) for his subscriptions to the General Provident 
Fund, ceasing from any cause Avhatever, or of a 
policy of assurance, any payments for premia on 
which shall have been so substituted or with- 
draAvn under sub-rule {iv) from sums already at 
credit of such officer in the General Provident 
Fund, being allowed to lapse or being assigned, 
charged, or encumbered (except in favour of 
Government as hereinafter mentioned), the 
amounts of the payments or subscriptions so sub- 
stituted or AvithdraAvn, as the case may be, shall 
be paid or repaid, as the case may be, by such 
officer to the Accouiic officer and may in default 
be deducted from such officer’s salary, 
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{vti) A policy, the payment or payments for any premia 
on which shall, under this rule, be substituted for 
subscriptions to the fund or withdrawn from the 
sums at credit of a subscriber for the same purpose 
and which has not already been assigned to the 
Secretary of State for India in Council and 
delivered to the Account officer under this rule, ' 
shall) within one month of such payment qt

A re-assignment to the officer shall be executed and 
the policy handed back to him unconditionally on 
his quitting the service. In the event of his death 
before quitting the service or after retirement but 
before a reassignment has been made, such re- 
assignment shall be executed in favour of, and 
the policy handed to, the person or persons en- 
titled to receive it in consequence of his death. 



Reservation of power to Government to alter rules. 

13. The Government reserve to themselves the power 
to amend or alter the rules as may be required. 

Procedure. 

14. The deposits received under the foregoing rules will

of the fund will rest with the Government of India in the 
Finance Department. The Account officers for the various 
departments will generally be the local Accountant-General, 
Comptroller, Examiner or Controller of Accounts, as the 
case may be, who audits the pay bill of the officers and 
men subscribing to the fund.

Musketry Competition— Rules for the British 
Army Championship of India. 

Entries. 

The match will be fired as follows 

Each British regiment or battalion and each battery 
or company, Royal Artillery, may enter two representa- 
lives. 

Seconded officers and non-commissioned officers may not 
compete. An officer of the Indian Army Unattached List 
may not fire for the battalion to which he is attached. 

Each company of Sappers and Miners and each regi- 
ment, battalion and battery in the Indian Army may enter 
two British officers or British non-commissioned officer 
representatives. The term “ Company Officer ” includes 
Double Company Commanders or Double Company Offi- 
cers of the Indian Infantry. 

Competitors need not necessarily be members of the 
Array Rifle Association, nor is any entrance fee charged. 

Th^ match may be fired at competitor’s own stations 
or at any stations within the Divisions, as may be decided 
by General Officers Commanding, Divisions or Independ- 
ent Brigades, but no travelling expenses on this account 
are admissible as a charge against the State. The results 
'’Of>«the competition will be submitted immediately after 
corapletion to General Officers Commanding, Divisions and 
Independent Brigades, who will collect them and submit 
the three best results in detail to the Commandant, Central 
School of Musketry, Pachmarbi.

Superintending Officers .— superintending 
will see that the match is conducted with scrupulous fair- 
ness and that these General Rules, as well as the condi- 
‘ tions of each competition, are strictly adhered to both in 
letter and spirit. 

There must be one officer superintending at the firing 
point; there must also be one at the hutt for eac/i target 
oTvset of targets allotted to a competitor. At the firing 
pomt the officer superintending will, before the firing com- 
mences, -enter the duii numbers of the rifles on the -regis- 
ter, and satisfy himself that the provisions of General 
Rule 9 (Rifles) are complied with. At the butt the officers 
superintending will, before the firing commences, satisfy 
themselves that the targets are of correct dimension. It 
should be arranged that during rapid firing no firing shall 
be in progress on adjoining targets. No challenges will 
be allowed in any timed competition. Where the trench 
system of butt e.xists this rule may be modified to suit local 
requirements. 

13. Ties . — Ties will be decided as follows : — ■ 

ist—By the best aggregate score in snapshooting 
practices. 

2nd — By the best aggregate score in rapid prac- 
tices, 

3rd — By the best aggregate score in slow practice. 

4th — If still a tie, by the decision of the Com- 
mander-in-Chief in India. 

14* Timing . — A stop-watch is to be used for timing 
esp'3«|es or duration of fire. When timing is carried out 
at the firing point the first sound of the whistle will be the 
signal for ceasing fire ; the officer superintending at the 
firing point will deduct the maximum score for a- single 
shot from a competitor’s score for every shot fired after the 
whistle sound has ceased. The duration of the whistle 
sound will be two seconds. It shall commence at the 
expiration of the time limit. No intermediate indication 
as to how the time is passing is to be allowed. 

Target exposures for snapshooting and slow competi- 
tions will be timed by the officer's superintendinar at the- 
butts. 
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Rapid -firing competitions will be timed by the officer 
superintending at the firing point. 

Figure targets %yill be raised and lowered in the manner 
found most convenient locally for securing accuracy and 
smartness in each exposure.
